Holland  and  Scandinavia. 

Books  ol  travel  by  Mr.  Augustus  J.  C. 
Hare  are  everywhere  accepted  as  authority. 
Multitudes  who  have  visited  London  and 
Rome  have  found  to  be  valuable  guides  his 
Walks  iu  and  Days  near  those  Cities.  Nut 
less  available  and  interesting  are  his ! 
writings  upon  Italian  Cities  and  Tours  in 
Spain.  In  Holland  and  Scandinavia,  his' 
latest  published  work,  Mr.  Hare  has  de- j 
parted  from  the  customary  guide  book- 
style,  and  has  given  sketchy  descriptions  of 
“delightful  days  whose  memory  is  inde-j 
scribably  sunny."  Days  in  which  he 
jaunted  through  Holland,  Denmark,  Sweden 
and  Norway.  To  readers  of  Mr.  Bayard 
Taylor’s  delightful  descriptions  of  natural 
scenery  and  of  domestic  and  social  life,  as 
given  iu  his  Northern  Travel,  this  Holland 
and  Scandinavia  of  Mr.  Hare’s  will  prove 
a  peculiarly  pleasing  supplement.  Holland 
occupies  the  larger  porliou*of  the  volume,  j 
in  which  appear  numerous  pen  pictures  of 
its  ecclesiastical  architecture  and  other  art 
developments  of  the  country.  Passing  into 
Denmark  he  lingers  lovingly  amid  its  forests  , 
and  beside  its  hikes ;  he  tells  of  the 
rose  bounded  streets,  and  rose-embowered 
houses.  He  gives  its  traditions  and  calls  it 
“the  very  home  of  picturesque  story." ! 
More  than  u  passing  mention  is  made  of  j 
Copenhagen,  with  its  palaces  and  castles, 
and  its  “prettw  odd  pleasure  grounds,”, 
called  Tivoli.  The  reader  is  taken  to  the  | 
Thorwaldsen  Museum,  that  he  may  visit  the! 
ivy-covered  tomb  of  Denmark’s  greatest  ar- 1 
tist.  In  accordance  with  this,  Bertel 
Thorwaldsen's  wish,  he  rests  in  the  midst 
of  his  own  works,  marked  by  no  monument. 

Mr.  Hare  pttsses  to  Helsingborg.  Sweden, 
“one  'mild  evening,  on  huge,  blue  foam- 
crested  waves’’  of  the  Sound,  that  separates 
that  laud  from  Denmark.  So  narrow  is  this 
strait,  that,  but  ten  minutes  are  occupied  iu 
crossing  it.  Through  Sweden’s  mountains 
and  fvord9  he  travels  to  Norway,  the  laud 
that  he  “especially”  delights  to  remember. 
The  book  must  be  read,  in-order  to  appre¬ 
ciate  “the  loveliest  mountain  flowers,”  and 
“scenery  wouderfully  pretty  ;  ’’  ii  the  Cradle 
of  Scandinavian  Christianity  will  be  under¬ 
stood,  and  the  graveyard,  called  by  the  na¬ 
tives,  the  “Cathedral  Garden,"  will  be  ac¬ 
curately  pictured.  Numerous  outline  draw¬ 
ings,  with  which  the  work  abounds,  add  to 
its  attractiveness.
